McCarthy Denies 


'Spoils System' 


Insinuations 


State Senator Jack McCarthy re­ 
futed insinuations last night that 
he resorted to the -spoils system 
to pay off a political debt.” 
Senator McCarthy appeared be­ 
fore the San Anselmo Civic Im­ 
provement club at that organiza­ 
tion's candidates’ night aession in 
Yolansd&le school. 
McCarthy's opponent, Fred Bag- 
shaw, did not appear personally but 
was represented by his campaign 
manager, Phil Kennedy, San Ra- 
lawyer. Kennedy was firsf*to 
speak on the lengthy program and 
left before McCarthy arrived late 
after attending two earlier meetings. 
In response to a question from 
the floor, Kennedy said he thought 
the appointment of Judge Ray 
Shone as legal counsel for Mc­ 
Carthy’s senate interim committee 
to study Golden Gate bridge prob­ 
lems was a “spoils system’’ act. *1 
hope you will ask Jack McCarthy 
about that,” Kennedy told Prank 
Sloan who asked the question. 
When Sloan subsequently put the 
question to McCarthy, the senator 
responded simply that -when you 
have a Job to do you seek out a per­ 
son whom you know well and one 
you know will do a good job.” 
“Ray .Shone is a friend of mine. 
He is competent and capable. He did 
a splendid, a marvelous job,** Mc­ 
Carthy declared. 
Outlining his accomplishments in 
the legislature, McCarthy mentioned 
the bill he co-authored which has 
resulted in a start toward construc­ 
tion of a Richmond-ban Rafael 
bridge, his bill authorizing the Gold­ 
en Gate bridge and highway district 
to turn over the proceeds of a 
$5,000,000 loan to the state division 
of highways in order to widen and 
divide the Waldo grade, his bill to 
reorganize Marin lower courts to 
-raise judicial standards.’’ and the 
bill he co-authored to establish a 
Bay Area rapid transit commission 
to work out long range solution To 
the mass transportation problem. ' 
The senator also review«! his joint 
resolution asking the Golden Gate 
bridge and highway district to give 
immediate consideration to a reduc­ 
tion in tolls from 40 cents to 25 
cents (with proportionate reductions 
to commuters! and his senate reso­ 
lution asking President Truman to 
use every possible means to bring 
a settlement of the bus strike. 
In response to a question from 
Junior College Teacher J. Lee 
Chailee, said he thinks the need for 
classrooms for school children should 
be met “on first priority” before 
public money is spent to expand 
other fields of public education, in­ 
cluding the adult education program;

Marin County Assessor George 
Hall was described last night as the 
“boss” of an m -incipient political 
machine.” 
* Although Hall was not present, 
his “machine” was the target for 
many barbs during the course of 
the candidates' night session of the 
San Anselmo Civic Improvement 
club. 
Held at Yolansdale school, there 
were almost as many candidates as 
spectators present. Total attendance 
was sarr&ly more than two doaen 
Phil Kennedy. San Rafael lawyer 
who heads the Fred Bagshaw cam­ 
paign for state senator, spoke on 
behalf of his candidate. 
He said he was “alarmed” at the 
growth of “a political machine” in 
Marin county. Describing himself as 
a “friend” of Incumbent Senator 
Jack McCarthy. Kennedy charged 
that McCarthy is the “innocent tool 
of an incipient machine.” 
In response to a question from 
Thomas P. Boyd, another San Ra­ 
fael lawyer and president of the 
San Rafael Board of Education, 
Kennedy confirmed that he meant 
the “George Hall machine.” 
“I've heard that George Hall 
claims be can deliver seven or eight 
thousand votes to any candidate he 
wishes and that he has got a lot of 
people to switch their registration 
(from Democrat to Republican) in 
order to vote for McCarthy (in the 
primary). Is that the ‘madhine’ you 
refer to?”, Boyd asked.

Three of the* four candidates for 
county* supervisor from the Second 
(Ross Valley) district squared off in 
a rough and tumble verbal encounter 
before the San Anselmo Civic Im­ 
provement club last night. 
The fourth candidate, Incumbent 
William D. Fusselman was “too busy 
making Easter candy” for his store 
to come to toe meeting, Club Presi­ 
dent Larry Walsh Jr. announced. 
Climax of the meeting came after 
Mrs. Carmel Booth, San Anselmo’s 
lady mayor who wants to be county 
supervisor, outlined her 20-year ac­ 
tive fight for good government both 
in San Anselmo and the county 
courthouse. 
Mrs. Robert Murgatroyd arose 
from the audience saying, “We know 
Mrs. Booth has been fighting these 
deplorable conditions for a long 
time. What I want to know is why 
you gentlemen (Candidates Robert 
A. Currie and Fred Hines) didn’t get 
into the fight before now when you 
are campaigning?” 
Mrs. Murgatroyd continued in a 
rather lengthy explanation of her 
iiews which came to an end when 
Chairman Walsh observed that what 
she said seemed* more of a “per­ 
sonal endorsement of one candidate” 
than a question. 
Up shot Mrs. Booth to interrupt 
with toe declaration that she knew’ 
the question Mrs. Murgatroyd was 
trying to ask and she would rephrase 
it. 
Recalling thdt she had been active 
“in the fight” since 1932. Mrs. Booth 
turned to her opponents and asked; 
“Where in the hell have you been 
for toe past 20 years, gentlemen?” 
After order was restored, Hines 
rose to explain he had been a com­ 
muter up until a few years ago. 
unable to spend time pursuing local 
affairs. 
Currie repeated that his heating 
and sheet metal business had been 
“pretty near all I could handle.” 
In his formal campaign presenta­ 
tion, Hines explained he is a long­ 
time resident of the county, now re­ 
tired and able to devote his full 
time to “good government.” 
He said his 30 years’ business ex­ 
perience fits him to bring “business­ 
like administration” to county gov­ 
ernment. He told listeners that he 
had served as county grand jury 
foreman and at present is a member 
of the San Anselmo library board. 
In response to questions about 
proposed county purchase and op­ 


eration of the Greyhound commute 
system, Hines, explaining that he 
had been in the transportation busi­ 
ness, said he was anxious to avoid 
a repetition of the situation in San 
Francisco where taxpayers have to 
bear the cost of the 84,000.000 annual 
deficit in public owned transporta­ 
tion operations. He called for an 
“ilthaustive study by competent au­ 
thorities” before Marin county un­ 
dertakes to purchase and operate 
the Greyhound commute system. 
Currie likewise stressed his busi­ 
ness experience, saying he would 
bring “constructive, business meth­ 
ods” to county government. He said 
he entered the race because “many 
of my friends asked me to try and 
straighten matters out in the county 
government.”

He pledged himself to work lor 
adequate flood control measures, 
adoption of a uniform building code 
throughout the county, improvement 
of county roads, and employment of 
a county administrative officer.

Sewer Controls 


A county-wide sanitation control 
system may be proposed to the 
Marin county board of supervisors, 
John Harrison, executive secretary 
of the bay region water pollution 
control board, said today. 
Harrison praised those who helped 
form the Sausalito-Marin City Sani­ 
tary district for their hard W’ork, 
adding that toe recent passing of 
a $775,000 pond issue in that area 
is a great step forward in controll­ 
ing pollution in the bay area. 
Marin has “many little sanitation 
problems” Harrison said. He sug­ 
gested the county-wide control as a 
possible method of saving money 
'and increasing pollution control ef­ 
ficiency in Marin but said that 
such a proposal should be studied 
by a citizens committee. 
Among recent steps taken to con­ 
trol water pollution in the bay area 
is that of building a disposal plant 
at San Quentin prison. The plant is 
expected to be complete by July 1, 
according to prison officials. 


NEW STRIKE MAY ADD 


TO BUILDERS' WOES 


Laborers' Union -Expects Walkout On Monday; 


Prospects In Telephone Strike Brighten 


HIGHWAY SPLITS NOVATO 


So Did A Direction Sign, 
But Now That's Uprooted 


Highway 101, as every good Mann- 
ite should 4cnow, splits Novato neat­ 
ly in half. 
It splits the business district, too. 
Half of the Grant avenue businesses 
are east of the highway, and half 
are to the west. 
For years toe state has maintain­ 
ed a sign which says “Business Dis­ 
trict” at the intersection of 101 and 
Grant* avenue. It pointed east. 
Which, naturally, made the “west­ 
erners” quite unhappy. 
This week the situation came to 
a head by means of direct action. 
An unknown force in the darkness 
of Tuesday night uprooted the sign. 
It was deposited in front of the 
Central Valley bank. 
Next day the sign had been moved 
—this time to the First National 
bank, where it was found by Man­ 
ager Peter Ferrarese, president of 
the town’s chamber of commerce. 
Shortly afterwards the sign made 
a long jump across Highway 101, to 


the front of Dahlgren’s drug store. 
Now it’s missing completely. 
People driving into Novato now 
have to decide for themselves where 
the business district is—east of the 
highway, or to toe west. 


Veterans Back 
Fairground, 
Eye Fund Use 


Marin veterans’ organizations last 
night agreed to support the county's 
plan for a fairground and will look 
into possible release of $80.000 in a 
veterans’ memorial fund for site 
purchase. 
This was disclosed today by W. P. 
<Doc) Duhamel, county veterans’ 
service officer, following a meeting 
last night of the veterans’ war me­ 
morial building committee. 
Duhamel said the action followed 
a “complete explanation” of the 
fairground situation by Chairman T. 
Fred Bagshaw of-the county super­ 
visors. 
The group said that if the $80,000 
is released for fairground site pur­ 
chase—probably near Corte Madera 
—the supervisors and the state 
should agree that a veterans’ me­ 
morial building should be given top 
priority on the building project. 
At a prior meeting, the organized 
veterans of Marin decided their war 
memorial should be an auditorium 
with at least 3,000 seating capacity 
capable of serving for concerts, 
theatrical productions, sports events, 
and other public functions. This 
would be used the year around. 
The group which met last night in 
the courthouse urged public support 
of the fairground “solely as a me­ 
morial tribute in the form of a 
recreational area with the welfare 
of the people as the prime con­ 
sideration,” Duhamel concluded. “It 
should be a program free of politi­ 
cal 
exploitation because 
of its 
patriotic intent.” 


A threatened walkout by AFL la­ 
borers spread gloom over the Marin 
construction scene today, already 
hampered by striking construction 
and pile-driver workers. 
At the same time, prospects for 
ending the telephone strike bright­ 
ened considerably. 
District council of the AFL Con­ 
struction and General Laborers said 
last night that 30,000 laborers would 
strike jobs in northern California 
Tuesday unless demands for a 15- 
cent per hour wage hike are met. 
This would affect about 800 Marin 
members of Hod Carriers and La­ 
borers union, local 201. Secretary 
Lloyd Brooks said nothing further 
on the Marin situation will be known 
until Monday. 
Elsewhere on the strike front; 
Telephone — Paul Crawley, CIO 
strike director for Marin, and John 
C. Gilman, head of the P.T.&T. dis­ 
trict office at Ban Rafael, differed 
sharply on prospects for an easy 
settlement, though the end of the 
strike in Michigan was expected to 
set a pattern for the bay area. 
At a meeting in San Francisco 
last night between company and 
union negotiators, phone installers 
scaled their demands for a $16 a 
week pay boost down to $10. 
Another get-together set for 3 p.m. 
today may well produce tangible re­ 
sults, Gilman said. 
But Crawley pointed out that the 
Michigan settlement does not mean 
automatic agreement in northern 
California where 6,500 installers 
have been on strike for five days. 
He admitted that the eastern out­ 
come may be of some help, though 
he said that regional problems differ. 
Pickets were again stationed at 
all central phone offices in Marin, 
except at Novato where an inde­ 
pendent firm operates the line 


Gilman and Crawley differed as 
to the number of switchboard opera­ 
tors who have not crossed picket 
lines, the former claiming that only 
a dozen are out in San Rafael and 
very few elsewhere in the county. 
Crawley, on the other hand, said 
that as far as he is concerned “all 
regularly employed operators” are 
out. He also accused P.T.&T. of fill­ 
ing in with high school students, 
though Gilman said regular opera­ 
tors and supervisory workers were 
being used. 
The phone company promised to 
give “full study” to the scaled-down 
CIO demands at last night’s confab. 
Carpenters — Only progress made 
at a meeting yesterday between rep­ 
resentatives of striking AFL carpen­ 
ters and officials of eight bay area 
contractor’s groups was a labor de­ 
cision to form sub-committees in an 
effort to reach accord. 
The contractors have offered to 
meet a demanded 15-cent an hour 
pay increase only if the union agrees 
to hold off bargaining on a welfare 
plan during the coming year. 
Construction jobs in Marin, San 
Francisco, Alameda, and San Mateo 
counties have been tied up by 10,000 
striking carpenters, though many in 
Marin are working temporarily at 
other jobs. About half of Marin’s 
carpenters are off their jobs. 
Piledrivers — Negotiations were 
held yesterday in an attempt to end 
a five-day walkout of 600 northern 
California piledrivers but no results 
were announced. 
Western Union—No headway was 
reported by federal conciliators in 
Washington, D.C., who said they 
were unsuccessful at yesterday’s 
meeting, designed to produce some 
basis for negotiation between West­ 
ern Union and striking AFL tele­ 
graphers. All Marin offices are 
i closed.

measure* for the Redwood Empire 
district. 
He sternly criticised the 1951 in­ 
come tax increase his party put in 
effect as "unnecessary and unfair." 
He said 
at legislation to plug "un­ 
fair and ddous** loopholes in the 
tax law» would have made the in­ 
crease unnecessary. 
He vqiced admiration for the rec­ 
ords of Democratic Senators Kefau- 
ver of Tennessee and Douglas, Illi­ 
nois. This led to s question from J. 
Lee Chaiile, a spectator, if Golis en­

Golis said he did not knpw any- 


thing about Kefauver’s record on the 
question but that he, Golis, would 
support un-American committee in­ 
vestigations. He paid tribute to the 
work in this field of Republican 
Senators Nixon of California and 
Williams of Delaware. 
Acknowledging that things aren’t 
perfect in Washington, Golis said 
he thought the best procedure would 
be to "reorganize the Democratic 
pyty,** rather than "change the ad­ 
ministrations .** 
Acknowledging that ‘things this 
year may not be as good as last year 
or the year before, he said he pre­ 
ferred to recall that labor’s real in­ 
come is up 50 per cent above 1929." 
He said he thinks that the present 
administration has "Just reversed" 
the tradition of having a highly re­ 
peated lawyer as attorney general 
and a "glad-hander" as postmaster 
general. He indicated he favors a 
return to the traditionl situation.

Hymes, Jr., in his new book, "Un­ 
derstanding Your Child.’* 
This delightfully informal book, 
written with a human touch, is the 
product of one of our outstanding 
child psychologists. It is published 
by Prentice-HaH, Inc. ($2J5). 
Dr. Hymes, who is professor of 
education at George Peabody Col­ 
lege for 
Teachers in 
Nashville, 
Tena* develops four big ideas in his 
boolL 
First; "No outside 
fores 
can 
ahange one whit the growing time 
that a youngster needs* 
Second: “Help a youngster do 
what is his developmental task, and 
you make him strong. But ignore 
the plan—keep children from do­ 
ing what is their business—and you 
knock out their underpinnings.” 
Third: "We have to sandpaper our 
fingertips so that we become more 
and more sensitive to the messages 
children send us. There could be a 
keener, fuller, richer human if we 
could size children up right in their 
giving urges as well as their getting 
hungers” 
Fourth: "If you know that living 
with real youngsters is not a smooth 
or happy-smiling path all the time, 
you are prepared. You will know 
there is some reason why* 
Dr. Hymes* ideas are based on the 
love and respect due a child as an 
individual human being. “Some 
people,” he says, “seem to have a

aids to the physical and mental 
health.

Our 
friendliness, speech and actions to­ 
ward others are also influenced to 
a great extent by this one fact 
It has been shown that a per­ 
son's looks can also affect hia per­ 
sonality.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Reflections On Difficult 
Problem Before So. Marin 


It it htrd to recall a more difficult problem 
before our county supervisors than that posed 
by George Zaro’* application to build a yacht 
harbor on upper Richardson Bay. 
That the supervisors reached a decision on it 
with a delay of only six weeks or so is to their 
credit. Jn the past, they have delayed far longer 
on problems much less difficult to solve. 
Just about everybody is in favor of the type 
of recreational development which Zaro plans. 
And just about everybody would welcome the 
development of upper Richardson bay along 
recreational lines—providing of course that 
adequate provision for flood control were 
included. 
it is quite true that dredging a waterway, in 
the manner which Zaro plans, will in some 
measure tend to alleviate flood conditions. But 
it won’t solve the whole problem, just like it 
won’t develop the entire area. Actually, it will 
help alleviate flood conditions only in one 
"comer” of upper Richardson bay and it will 
leave undeveloped the major portion of the 
area. 
By contrast, the "Lake Merritt” plan ad­ 
vanced by Don Urquhart would in one opera­ 
tion provide 
a solution 
to 
the drainage 
problems of the entire basin as well as bring 
the development of all of upper Richardson 
Bay at once. 
’Way last July when the Urquhart plan was 
first placed before the Mill Valley planning 
commission, th e Independent-Journal com­ 
mented in this space: 
With a development of this type, Mill 
Valley could become not only as Urquhart 
has put it—“the jewel of Marin " but the 
jewel of the entire Bay Area and all of 
northern California. 
Noting that Urquhart had advocated a 
similar plan a couple of decades earlier, we 
further commented, "It is unfortunate that 
interest waned in these previous efforts and 
that they withered and died. Let us hope this 
time that interest in developing this area will 
not die out, that instead the interest this time 
will grow to such an Extent that an actual start 
can be made on the project.” 
Interest in the project has grown, since that 
was written, just as we had hoped. 
But while interest and desire grew, little or 
nothing concrete was accomplished toward 
planning—particularly in the field of fiscal 
planning. It was thought at one stage that the 
State Division of Highways might construct 
the necessary earth!ill barrier across the bay at 
the site of the present Richardson Bay bridge. 
The state highway division would do this, it 
was thought, to replace the Richardson Bridge 
which will have to be rebuilt anyway when the 
scheduled freeway is constructed. But this 
possibility didn’t get beyond the “thought” 
itage. 
And even a cursory analysis of the Urquhart

plan reveals that construction cost is far from 
the only cost. Most of the land (tideland, that 
is) which would become lake bottom is now in 
private ownership. So in addition to con­ 
struction costì, the taxpayer* would have to 
foot the bill for the purchase of a lot of tide- 
land. 


While we admirers of the Urquhart plan 
wore trung to find a way out of this dilemna, 
along came George Zaro, owner of a section of 
tideland in upper Richardson bay, with a plan 
to dredge the channel up to his place and 
build a yacht harbor there.# 
•% 
The resultant conflict was tosséd into the 
laps of the supervisors when Zaro applied for 
his county “use permit” to go ahead with his 
plans. 


In our humble view', the supervisors had in 
justice no course but the one they voted- 
namely, give Zaro his permit There would be 
no justice, as we see it, forbidding a man from 
utilizing his property—unless the city of Mill 
Valley or the county of Marin or somebody 
else was ready to pay him for the confiscation 
of his right to use it 


We do feel, however, that the use permit 
should have been granted him on a limited- 
time-ottly basis. In other words, he should 
have, say, six months in which to display his 
good faith by making a substantial start on his 
project. Failing this, the Urquhart plan, if 
fiscal problems were solved, should then be 
given the nod. This would seem to us fair and 
just 


We hope that Zaro finds no reason to delay 
an early and substantial start, proving to all 
his good faith. We should hate to think that 
something as potentially valuable to the county 
as the Urquhart plan was denied to us only 
because one man “thought” he was going to 
build a yacht harbor, but didn’t quite get it 
built 


Meanwhile, we hope leading Urquhart plan 
advocates and supporters will see fit to pursue 
the suggestion which cropped up a couple of 
times while the county planning commission 
was considering Zaro’s application and hearing 
testimony from Urquhart plan advocates who 
opposed Zaro’s plan. We refer to the observa­ 
tion that the Urquhart earthfill barrier might 
be relocated so as to permit Zaro’s harbor to 
proceed and at the same time accomplish all 
the purposes which comprise the basic.aims 
of the Urquhart plan. 


The suggestion, as we recall it, was that the 
northern end of the barrier might be swung to 
the westward so as to connect up with the arm 
of high ground lying behind Zaro’s property. 


We hope that the setback handed to the 
Urquhart advocates is not so great that they 
pass up this possibility of eventually achiev ing 
their aims. 


'Women More Honest Than Men 
And They Can Sell Things Better' 


CINCINNATI (JP)—"Women are 
mom honest than men, and they 
can sell things better than men,” 
says Phil Meyers, 
The discovery of this simple 
merchandising principle has made 
him a millionaire and "King of 
the Lady Drummers.** 
He bosses an army of more than 
50.000 
women 
salesmen—mostly 
housewives—who 
sell 
2.000,000 
dresses a year for his Fashion 
Frocks, Inc., a concern that gross- 
es about $18,000.000 annually. 
Meyers, now 52, is a tall, lean, 
friendly former star football play­ 
er for the University of Cincinnati. 
After working in his father’s small 
dress manufacturing firm, he de­ 
cided to start one of his own in 
a gamble on a pet theory of mer­ 


chandising he said ht had de­ 
veloped. 


*T HAD THE IDEA THAT since 
all women arc interested in style 
the best way to sell one house­ 
wife was through another house­ 
wife,** he said. 
So he launched in 1025—amid 
considerable laughter in the trade 
—what has now. become the lar­ 
gest direct-selling dress making 
company in the world. Today 
Meyers figures he employs more 
salespeople than any American 
firm other than General Motors 
and the Woolworth chain. 
And 
they are all women. 
"We’ve had some men salesmen 
in the past,* he 
acknowledged 
wryly. 
"But they weren’t satis-

A woman

His formula is tills: he adver­

The dress patterns are kept in cur­ 
rent styles—he has his own staff of 
designers—but he avoids fads and 
frills.

Who are these women? 
Some 
are wives of ministers. Some are 
school teachers.

They earn up to $80 a week or 
more. 
"Their wishbone is sometimes 
bigger than their backbone,** said 
Meyers.

IT WOULD NOT BE SURPRIS­ 
ING if, as a necessary and logical 
move in the big diplomatic push 
about Germany, Moscow and Pek­ 
ing had decided to bring about 
a Korean armistice. They musk be 
quite well aware that a renewal of 
fighting on a large scale would 
wreck their elaborate and skillful 
planned political and economic 
campaign in Europe. On the other 
hand, the signature of an armistice 
would do something, probably a 
good deal, to persuade the many 
who wish to believe it, that it is 
possible to negotiate agreements 
with the Communist world. 
The Soviet government’s present 
line of policy in Germany, in 
Europe, in southern Asia, and in 
the Middle East, would be helped 
by a visible and concrete event 
demonstrating that such a negotia­ 
tion can be concluded. The ar­ 
gument—if in Korea, why not in 
Germany?—would be m effective 
one. 


WE TOO HAVE IMPORTANT 
reasons for making an armistice- 
provided it can be done with honor. 
There are the strategical reasons 
which make it desirable to disen­ 
gage some part of the large forces 
we have in that part of the world. 
But there are other reasons which 
we must not be ashamed to avow, 
which mankind wUl respect if we 
admit them candidly, 
It is a ghastly business, this 
maiming and killing and getting 
maimed and getting killed In a war 
which, as all the governments in­ 
volved acknowledge, hat now be­ 
come useless and meaningless in 
that nothing further can be decid­ 
ed or gained by military action. 
Reading about Gen. Van Fleet's 
son, I remembered visiting, many 
years ago, a little cemetery in 
France where we buried some Am­ 
erican soldiers—not many, only 
perhaps two squads of them, neg­ 
ligible casualties as we say when 
we are being technical—who were 
killed a few hours after the arm­ 
istice of World War I went of­ 
ficially Into - effect :The cease­ 
fire order had not reached their 
commanding officer before he led 
them on a Aid. 


IT IS NOT QIRTE LIKE that 
for young Van Fleet and the others 
who fell with him last week and 
the week before, and for the Kor­ 
ean and Chinese soldiers, and for 
the helpless peasants who happen­ 
ed to be where the bombers were 
interdicting something or other. 
Officially the war is still on and 
officially these are casualties and 
not avoidable accidents. But it is 
too late all the same to have people 
dying in a war that the soldier» 
have done all they can do with— 
that only the civilians have not 
found a way to bring to an end. 


ON BOTH SIDES THE REAL

been that one« an armistice is 
signed, it will be necessary to be­ 
girt discussing the terms of settle­ 
ment, and for that no one is ready 
I and everyone is embarrassed. A 
settlement in Korea raises all the 
issues on which—as things art 
now—everyone has taken a po­ 
sition which is irreconeiliblc with 
almost everyone else’s position. To 
begin with, the 
free 
oountrie* 
which have always had and will 
always have the greatest and the 
most direct Interest in the future 
of Korea are, besides the unhsppy 
Koreans themselves, Japan and 
China and Russia. But China now 
has a government which we will 
not let Japan recognise. 
Japan 
has a government that the Chinese 
government in China does not rec­ 
ognise. Yet a Korean treaty, which 
was not under-written by the real 
government of China and the real 
government of Japan Is manifestly 
not going to be more than a very 
provisional arrangement. 
Fictitious governments can maka 
fictitious treaties. No matter how 
superior they may be morally to 
the actual governments, the treat­ 
ies they could sign about the Far 
East would be like the checks 
drawn by a high-born gentleman 
who had overdrawn his account. 


WE CANNOT EXPECT TO dis­ 
entangle the Korean affair until 
we work out the next stages of 
our policy in Formosa. 
This is 
something which is almost impos­ 
sible to do in an election year 
and with a State Department beat­ 
en to its knees and in chains. It 
would be most convenient if the 
Formosan affair could be kept on 
ice for about twelve months until 
there is an administration and a 
Secretary of State who have recov­ 
ered their constitutional rights to 
conduct the foreign policy of the 
United States. 
Perhaps the Formosan affair can 
be put on ice. But there are re­ 
ports from Formosa itself which 
are disquieting. There are reports 
about the state of mind among 
Chiang’s troops, about the attitude 
of the Formosan people towards 
Chiang’s occupation, and there are 
rumors 
about 
intrigue 
within 
Chiang’s own government, not 
unlike the deals by which his 
armies on the mainland were 
bought off. It is not impossible, 
end we should have it in mind, 
that the Formosan problem might 
get out of hand before we arq 
ready—as a matter of domestic, 
politics—to deal with the problem 
rationally. 
BUT WHEN WE ARE READY 
to be rational, it should not be 
impossible to propose a settlement 
which takes care of the real in­ 
terests and obligations which are 
at stake in Formosa. 
They are, first, that the Cairo 
declaration must be honored, and 
that the Chinese suzerainty over 
Formosa will have to be recognised 
in a final peace settlement; and, 
second, that the Formosan people, 
who have never been governed 
from China, should not now be 
put under Chinese administration, 
but should be made into an auto- 
nolfbus state, guaranteed by the 
United Nations though under Chi­ 
nese suzerainty—demilitarized ex- 
cept for a local Formosan militia, 
neutralized for military purposes 
against all the great powers includ­ 
ing China, Japan, Russia and tha 
United States: and, third, that 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
and his 
family and retainers should be 
allowed to depart in safety from 
Formosa and granted asylum, pre­ 
ferably not in the Far East; and, 
fourth, that Chiang’s troops should 
be demobilized and 
that those 
wishing it should be repatriated to 
their homes in China. 


PROPOSALS OF THIS SORT, 
if they were agreed to, could pro­ 
vide a basis for an armistice and 
a working arrangement in Korea, 
and for an approach to a cease 
fire and an arrangement in Indo- 
China.

COUNTY BOARD OF 
SUPERVISORS 
According to press reports, the 
m att» of mass transportation in 
Marin, as crystallized by the cur­ 
rent Greyhound strike, is scheduled 
to come up for discussion at today’s 
meeting. 
Since I am unable to be present, 
I am asking that this letter be read 
by the Clerk as a part of the dis­ 
cussions on the Greyhound matter. 
With Greyhound’s declared de­ 
sire to get out of Marin operations, 
and its offer to dispose of its fran­ 
chise and equipment to a suitable 
operator, the way now seems clear 
to start the wheels turning toward 
public operation of the system. 
Such an operation would first of 
all not be burdened with Grey­ 
hound’s current tax load, thus re­ 
ducing one major operating item. 
Secondly, by placing drivers and 
other employees under a civil ser­ 
vice system or similar arrangement, 
much of the labor problem would 
be eliminated. Thirdly—and most 
important—such a public owner­ 
ship arrangement would assure 
the Marin traveller of public trans­ 
portation on a basis at least no 
more costly than at present. 
The present inconvenience to the 
traveller, coupled with the mone­ 
tary losses to merchants, Grey­ 
hound employees and employees of 
virtually all Marin business organ­ 
izations has reached a point where 
concrete action must be taken. 
I urge your body to take specific 
steps—at today’s meeting—directed 
toward public ownership of Marin’s 
mass transportation facilities.

The need for improved relations 
between sportsmen and farmers 
often reminds me of Mark Twain’s 
famous quip about the weather: 
“Everybody talks about it, but no­ 
body does anything to improve it.** 
That, of course, is not completely 
true, for some groups are working 
to improve the sportsmen-farmer 
relations and one of those is the 
Fresno County Sportsmen’s Club of 
more than 1900 members. 
The club recently announced for­ 
mation of a committee under the 
chairmanship of C. W. (Camie) 
Carstens to organize the club’s co­ 
operation with the county controlled 
brush burning program. 


CONTROLLED BURNING 
The controlled burning program 
has been developed through years 
of cooperative effort by the Uni­ 
versity of California, the agricul­ 
tural extension service, the state 
forestry board and the cattlemen’s 
and woolgrowers* associations as the 
most feasible means of clearing 
brush choked ranges. 
There are roughly ten million 
acres of brushlands in California 
which are useless for grazing of 
either livestock or game because of 
the dense brush. 
While brush furnishes valuable 
browse for deer during its initial 
years of growth, it loses almost all 
value when it reaches complete ma­ 
turity. It is woody, has little nu 
tritional value, gets too tall for most 
deer to reach and chokes out young 
browse and grass. It is that con­ 
dition the brush burning program 
aims at correcting. 


INCREASE GRAZING 
In a letter to club members urg­ 
ing their support of Carstens* com­ 
mittee, E. Clarke Savory, Fresno 
club president, points out that the 
program will increase both browse 
and grazing and likewise result in 
improved water conditions in the

Loans To Vets 
Sets Record 
In February 


SACRAMENTO 01.»—The $7.665 - 
315 which the state loaned to Cali­ 
fornia veterans for purchases of 
farms and homes in February set a 
new all-time record. 
Loans covered properties for 975 
veterans, the Department of Vet­ 
erans Affairs reports, and was the 
largest volume of business in any 
one month in the history of the 31- 
year-old program. 
Department director D. J. Cal­ 
laghan says the loan program which 
came to a halt March 1 when it ran 
out of loan monrj wiU start up 
again when Gov. Earl Warren signs 
a $55.000.000 emergency bill passed 
at the recent session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Callaghan says some 1800-2000 ap­ 
plications for loans are on file—some 
only partly processed. 
Any California veteran of a US. 
armed action is eligible for loans 
up to $8500 on a home and $154100 
on a farm. The loan is repayable 
over a long period of years at a low 
interest rate — currently three per 
ceot.

CHARTER ORDINANCE 
NO. 532 
AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITINQ 
THE PARKING OP MOTOR VE­ 
HICLES AND OTHER VEHICLES 
UPON EITHER SIDE OF A POR­ 
TION OP EL CAMINO AVENUE 
AND UPON EITHER SIDE OF A 
PORTION OP FIRST STREET, 
IN THE CITY OF SAN RAFAEL, 
CALIFORNIA, AND PROVIDING 
PENALTIES OR THE VIOLA­ 
TION THEREOF * 
The City Council of the Citv of 
San Rafael, California, do hereby 
ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1: It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation, 
or the operator or person in control 
of any motor vehicle or other ve­ 
hicle. to park or leave any motor 
vehicle or other vehicle standing nr 
unattended, or to cause or permit 
the same to be parked or left stand­ 
ing or unattended upon or aloiig 
either side of El Camino Avenue 
from its intersection with Fourth 
Street to a point two hundred feet 
northerly therefrom in the City of 
San Rafael, California. 
SECTION 2:- I t shall be unlaw­ 
ful for.any person, firm or corpora­ 
tion, or the operator or person in 
control of any motor vehicle or 
other vehicle, to #ark or leave any 
motor 
vehicle 
or 
other 
vehicle 
standing or unattended, or to cause 
or permit the same to be parked or 
left standing or unattended upon or 
along either side of First 8treet be­ 
tween D and E Streets in the City 
of San Rafael, California. 
SECTION 3: The Chief of Police 
of said City is hereby authorized and 
directed to cause the areas in which 
parking is prohibited, as aforesaid, 
to be approximately marked and 
sign-posted giving notice thereof. 
SECTION 4: Any person violat­ 
ing any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and. upon convic­ 
tion thereof, shall be punishable by 
a fine not exceeding fifty (150.00 > 
dollars or bv imprisonment in the 
county jail of the County of Marin, 
California, for a period not exceed­ 
ing ten *10) days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
SECTION 5: This ordinance shall 
be published once in full before its 
final passage in the INDEPEND­ 
ENT - JOURN AL. a dally newspaper 
of general circulation, printed, pub­ 
lished and circulated in said City, 
and shall be in full force and effect 
thirty (30) days after its final pass­ 
age. 
The above and foregoing Charter

Inmates, Money Help Improve 
California's Prison System 


By JOSEPH J. UPPER 


SACRAMENTO (^-California Is 
putting money and inmates to work 
to improve its prison system. 
Funds in the amount of $7,900,000 
in the 1952-53 state budget wffl go 
lor new buildings to ease Correc­ 
tions Director Richard McGee's big 
task: Maw to house 12250 wrong­ 
doers in prisons built for 5,500 
And more of the inmates win have 
something to do with what they 
have most of—time—in new prison 
factories also provided for by the 
1953 legislature. 
**We aren’t going to end over­ 
crowding with these projects* says 
McGee, "but we will be closer to it 
th«n we have ever been since the 
end of the first world war." 
Opening of Soledad prison in 
Monterey county ha» helped eon- 
siderahly It already has 1,100 men, 
and S00 more will be transferred 
from San Quentin and Folsom— 
both of which have been handling 
more than twice their capacity. 
The legislature voted $175,430 to 
complete prison industries facilities 
at Soledad, and McGee said this 
will provide jobs for almost all its 
Inmates. 
An additional $4900200 will assure 
room for 400 more men at the Vaca­ 
ville medical facility, yet to be start-
